cing bere the similarity ofTippoo*s policy to 
stir up confusion and create division among 
the Indian Princes and the British, fa r his 
own benefit, with thai o f French Agents in 
Europe and the United States. 
A t tbs mo­ 
ment Tippoo was professing the strictest im­ 
partiality and friendship fo r ti e British, he 
was sending secret Ambassadors over all In­ 
dia to engage the princes and chiefs to rise 
and exterminate the British. 
These ambas­ 
sadors proceeded, under the pretence o f es­ 
tablishing manufactories, opening commerce, 
and obtaining natural curiosities ; such pre­ 
tences were c Basiated fo r the double purpose 
o f diverting the people from the real motives 
of their visits, and jacihtating their .nefari­ 
ous schemes both with the government and 
those subjects they could influence.

Agents ; they have come, they say, merely to
